and also held a clerkship iu a bank. About 
18(11 he organized the Batik of California, 
with 0. Mills as president and himself as 
cashier. 
Mr. Ralston became the head of 


tho Bank of California, though nominally 
its cashier. All its great enterprises were 
conducted through him, ami.even when Mr. 
Mills was prewent, business men alwaja 
went to Sir. Rakton for 
consultation. 


About two years ago, Mr. 
MJl!s re- 


signed 
tbe 
presidency, 
ami 
Mr. 


lUlstou became tbe real as weP as nominal 
head of the bank. It was through his busi- 
ness abilities, Rlraost entirely, that the bank 
attained its great influence and became so 
potent iu all commercial, financial, and even 
political affairs. 
In 1SC7 the bark reached 


tho zenith of its influence, and WES then tho 
most powerful 
corporation 
west of the 


Kocky Mountains. Mr. lialston was tho 
most popular man in California. His munif- 
icence had won him friends everywhere. 
His career is full of instances where he has 
kept from failure men who were on tbe 
verge of financial ruin. His mode of life 
wag on a plan commensurate with tho ex- 
tent of wealth at his command. At Bel- 
mont Valley he built for himself a house 
costing, it is estimated, $1,000,000, and 
supported it with 
an annus! outlay of 


$350,000.

\iia hospitality. Eia stables are built on a 
magnificent and extensive plan. Some years 
ago he had some difficulty with the railroad 
which leads to.Bclmont Valley—a distance 
of 30 miles-nnd then providing himself with 
D light buggy and having relays of horses 
stationed along the road, drove every day to 
aud from San Francisco in loss time than 
;he train could make. He was the last man 
at his office at night and the first one in the 
morning. He was known as a good liver, 
and won msny friends by bis generosity and 
hospitality. 
Mr. Ralston's fortune was re- 


cently estimated at over $20,000,000, and 
.his is probably no exaggeration, since it is 
mown that for some years ho was uniform- 
ly successful iu his speculations. Scarcely a 
iniue, or a railroad, or any enterprise on 
;he Pacific slope has been attempted without 
lie aid, and such WES his power iu the 
politics of California and Nevada, that it 
was through his influence, backed.of com tie, 
>y.lhe money of tho bank, that Jones and 
Sharon w«re sent to tho Senate.
